BEVIEW OP THE EASTERN QTIES 
TION. 

Eussia being the first aggrosHor let ua 
first review her aims and purpoaea. Since 
the days of Peter the Great, Eussian am- 
bition, as wo all know, baa been directed 
towards Constantinople. It is still bor 
belief that she bas been commissioned by 
Providence to restore the Greek Empire 
and to make an end of tbo work, 
whioii the vacillating policy of the 
"Western Powers lias left unfinished , by 
dritin^tiie Turks out of Enropo. In 
porsaanoe of this policy the late Emper- 
or moved a little too fast. Great Britain, 
tl^bugh tbo cunning Napoleon, helped to 
ooihsolidate the second Empire by fight- 
ing Russia whicU resulted in her bumiliii- 
tion, and the treaty of 185G saved Turkey 
for tho time; but not permanently. Kub- 
sia bowed to fate; but most unwillingly. 
Since 185G she baa been watching and 
plotting to aoeomplish her sopposed des 
tiny. So long as France was united and 
gieat'itihe time had not pome; but when 
I^ande^ais no longer controlled by one 
.imBstor-mind, and Prnssia bad risen to 
obilossal proportions by a series of bril 
liant conquests, and Austria was kept iu 
bounds by Germany and Italy, then had 
time arrived not only for repudiation but 
for conquest; and as is usually tho case, 
the sacred name of God was invoked, (not 
to secure His assistance) but to rouso up 
all the worst passions of religioas fanati- 
cism existing between the Panslavic and 
Mussulman races. It did not sait tho ob- 
jects of Rassia that Turkey should/ guar- 
antee liberal reforms, more liberal than 
any osisling in Russia. Oh, no! her love 
of conquest could not bo gratified; the 
variou;i states would have become too 
oontented to be disturbed by Russian in- 
trigues; and dreams of Pater the Great 
would probably have been mere yisiona 
forever. So tne war began— one to de 
fend its territory and the other as an ag 
gresaor. Thousands of men and millions* 
of treasure have been lost in tbiK itloody 
and unequal coutest, and each Great 
Power iu Europe is silonily waiting and 
vatohing to see some rival involved. The 
balance of power in Europe is lost and 
has to be foaght'for oVar again. So soon 
as Great Britain bocdmes involved the 
whole of Europe will be in a blaze and a 
Btrnggle fiercer aud more terrible than 
any war ever yet recorded will be fought 
on European soil. It scarcely stums 
credible that Austria will ally her 
self with Prussia unless it has been de 
oided to divide the greater part 
of Turkey iu Europe between them. Faf 
ing iu this, should Russia demand the 
control of the conquered States and others 
in rebellion against Turkey, Austria will 
be completely hemmed in by a power 
stronger than herself. Again, it is not 
likelj that Germany will consent to the 
. enllbrgemeAVdf •-'AtiB'tria'J Sforjtbat; ^ttrould 
render her former conqnests void and 
give Austria the power to reassert lierself . 
The strategy of the Emperors of Ger- 
many and Russia is most subtle and far- 
seeing; but it is not difficult to perceive 
that they are identical. Both countries re 
quire a greater sea-frontage, and both are 
gtruggliug for it. Denmark and Holland 
will perliaps bo swept away in tbo North 
and Belgium given to France as compen- 
sation for Aleaco and Lorraiuo. Austria 
is kept in check by Germany aud Italy; 
and France by all three. It will thus be 
seen that Great Britain stands alone 
the preHent ajpeot of affairs, and the 
longer she remains neutral the longer she 
'' delays that bloody contest which must be 
fought before Europe can again appro 
oiate tho blessings of jipace. No singli 
. power in Europe will declare war before 
Great Britain is involved because they 
know her resources and strength and will 
not engage^her except in an unequal fight. 
Henca the hebessity ; bii' caution on the 
part of British statesmen, for this is, with- 
out doubt, one ef the greatest ordeals to 
which tlie representatives of our national 
honor and integrity have ever been sub- 
jected; and it may require all the efforts 
of tb,!i Anglo-Saxon race to withstand the 
shock; for it is not the question of race 
nor creed but one of eiyitizaUpn and pro- 
gress, which Great Britain in the zenith 
of her power ropresenls. ShouM our 
Mother-land bo assailed by semi barbar- 
ous hordes from tho East as well as by 
jealous demons of the West, striviu^' for 
supremacy which they have not the fit- 
nejis to maintain, every heart that owes 
< > ite freedom to her liberal laws, and every 
country that owes its greatness to her 
civilizing iuflueuce and wealth, will rnlJy 
to her call. Every part of the earth's sur- 
face will be alive with armed men rush- 
ing to the resoue,— not in her oause sole- 
ly, bat in the cause of liberty and hu- 
manity. 

" OH! A. C. E. RESIGN I" 

Again this melanoholy refrain breaks 
, upon the unwilling ear. It always comes 
''fin" with the sausage.!, aud lasts until the 
crocus pokes its pretty head through the 
ground. Iu duo course of time, no 
doubt, A.O.E. will rosigu; but not until 
the vote of a conatitutionul majority of 
tho House has been recorded against his 
Ministry and that vote shall have boon en- 
dorsed by the country. Whenever that 
^sballhavo taken place the Opposition 
:■ yriil he welcome to the seats on the Troa- 
isury benches. But so long as the Gov- 
ernment are assured that the people who 
have been largely benefitted by the Gov- 
ernment quartz miniug policy, and a ma- 
jority of the House support thrn:. there 
will "bo no resignation. Is llii • .I jelaia- 
tion BiilUoieiitly plain to bo understood by 
the bruzen-faoed band who are tooting 
their horns to tho tuno of •'Oh! A, 0. E. 
resign ?"

Lord Palmertton's Warning. 

In 1855 Lord Palmorston spoke as fol- 
lows on tho Eastern question : — "Tho in- 
tention of Russia to partition Turkov is 
manifest as the sun at noondoy, and it is 
to prevent that that wo aro contending. 
Such ia the object of tho war, and not only 
to defoud Turkey, the weak against the 
strong, but to avert injury aud danger 
from ourselves, Let no man imugiuo 
that if Turkey is destroyed by Rui-sia, 
aud that gigantic Power strides like a 
coloBhus from tho Baltic on the one baud 
lo the Mediterranean on tho other, let no 
man suppose the great interests of this 
country would not be iu peril; let not tho 
p^uco-at-all-price party imagine that their 
commercial interests would uot be deeply 
injured. Trade would soon disappear 
were tbo Mediterranean and Baltic under 
tho command of a liussian naval force, 
and that power exercising a dominant 
control." These words may possibly bo 
re-echoed by Lord Beaoonsfield when the 
British Parliament meets iu January.

So we bavo al- 
ways a grain if eauliou about quartz iu 
vestmouts iu future. There aro two com- 
puuies incoi poratod under tho auspices of 
J. J. Valentine, of Wells, Fargo 4 Co., 
with capital stock at two and a half mil- 
lions oacb. Those will soon lead to other 
inovemontB of like charaetor, audultbough 
one ssvallow does not m iko a summer,' 
yet enough is already known to warrai.t 
tho belief that largo qnantities of qiiartu 
machinery and mining 8ii[)plics will bo 
sbipiaed into the Cariboo country after 
May next. Tho tide tbat bas been flow- 
icg over tbo Sierras to develop tbo silver 
mines of Nevada bas received a check 
from tbe per.sistont eflbits of all tho lead- 
ng finanoiers in tho East to demonetize 
silver. Gold is tbo most sought for be- 
cause it is never subject to depreciation 
and hence wo should uot be surprised to 
see many disappointtd Nevada miners go- 
ing into Cariboo to dovolop tbo quartz 
ledges of that section. Again, San Fran- 
cisco cai)ilalists avo tired of tho Coui.stock 
ledge, and have, (uu: by one, dropjicd out, 
loaviufi; tbo great Bouanzii firm of Flooil 
k. O ihu n to control it iiH. Tbey will 
control ail, from Sierra Nevada to Crown 
Point, in two years more. It is, there- 
fore, no wonder that men of euterprise 
feel ai if tboy needed a now field of oper- 
ation-, latbor than bo ov(.'rHh-fidowed by 
the great money power of the Nevada 
Bank. We noed not, therefore, bo sur- 
prised if we see a large ampont of capital 
going into Cariboo in tho Spring All tbe 
grain supplies for tbat country will have 
to go iu from the lower Eraser, and Pnget 
Sound will como to tho rescue of thatsec- 
tion which, for two or three years at the 
least, will be unable to supply tl^o ds-! 
maud. 



The Finance Minister and his Cassiar 

Speech. 

Editob Colonist: — A wise man said, 
"Slate your adversaries case correctly and 
your canso is half won." It matters little 
whether one is of tlie same shade of poli- 
tics or not; but all right-tbiuking people 
wish to have their oppouout't position stat- 
ed correctly. Hoiiiug that ovou tbo 
Blandard belong.s to that class of publica- 
l iona, allow mo to set it right iu regard to 
what it nu.iies Mr. Smitbo say to tho min- 
ora of Cassiar in its leiit^er of the 5th inst., 
viz: '•ThatCkssiM as w.ellvaa Cariboo is 
a boil on tho hands of the Government." 
Tho facts aro those: Indisposition during 
Air. Smitho's visit to Cassiar prevented 
bim from seeing as much of tbo camp as 
otherwieo he would have done. Under 
these circumstances it was mado known 
that ho would like to meet at tho houso of 
the Government officer on Deaso Creek a 
fow of tho leading men of the district to 
talk over its wants and requirements, and 
wbon tbo question of adjusting tbo repre- 
sentation of this Province was in discus- 
sion on that occasion Mr.SuiitJieilluBtrut- 
ed his views ou tbo matter.thus: "In 
giving Cassiar and Nanaimo' a^ member 
each, as an adjastmcnt ofreprelentation, 
would be like a doctor treating a boil ou 
the hand or arm of bis jjatient na somo- 
thing that required ouly local Ircatmcnt; 
whilst tbe raau of modiciuo ought to bavo 
enquired inti tbe stato of his patient's 
system and apply himself to h uvo tbo 
whole body iu a healthy condition. From 
this he inferred that the representation of 
the whole PiPovinco required considora- 
tion aiul ought to bo dealt with on a more 
extended se.ilo than simply deuling 
with the two districts namod. Tbo repre- 
sentation of other districts in tbo Province 
required to l)e altered, and as that could 
only be done to take ellcot at tho next gen- 
eral election it was thought to "be desir- 
able to tost the whole question as one. 
That would be done by the' Ggiverhment 
of which he is a member or by a kucoeed- 
iug ouo. • • ■.
